Drugs are destroying fami¬ 
lies everywhere and Bracken 
County is not immune to this 
epidemic as was shown dur¬ 
ing the Sheriff’s Office first 
drug raid when the depart¬ 
ment arrested 22 individuals 
for trafficking drugs in the 
county. Of these individuals 
charged 14 of them were for 
prescription pills. It is criti¬ 
cal that we all work together 
to take all steps possible to 
prevent the abuse of pre¬ 
scription drugs in our com¬ 
munity.

History of Bracken County 
Towns Conclusion 
Berlin Continued 

This village at one time 
was incorporated and held 
its own court. A small gen¬ 
eral store and post office were 
about the only buildings found 
in the early town. 

It is said by an old resi¬ 
dent of Willow that when he 
came to Berlin in his child¬ 
hood days most of the inhabit¬ 
ants in and about Berlin spoke 
the German language almost 
exclusively. 

From 1851 to 1860 Jo¬ 
seph Chipman operated a gen¬ 
eral store in Berlin where the 
home of Charlie Fields is now 
located. 

Lenoxburg - The village of 
Lenoxburg was named in 
honor of Samuel B. Lenox 
who operated a general store 
in a little building now owned 
by Arthur McClanahan. This 
store was operated about 
1850. 


Near this site C. H. and L. 
L. Lenox, grandsons of Samuel 
Lenox, now operate a general 
store. They occupy the pres¬ 
ent building owned by the Im¬ 
proved Order of Redmen but 
they are building a large, new 
two-story building on their lot 
almost opposite the location 
of their present store. When 
completed this new building 
will be used as a combination 
dwelling and store room. 

The firm of Hancock 
and McCarty is also located 
at Lenoxburg. From this one 
store the firm has gradually 
grown so that it now has elev¬ 
en stores located at the fol¬ 
lowing places: Flemingsburg, 
Morehead, Cynthiana, Mt. 
Auburn, Lenoxburg, Milford, 
Maysville, Olive Hill, Ger¬ 
mantown and Berlin. These 
stores are operated on the Re¬ 
gal plan, and in connection 
with these stores the firm con¬ 
ducts a wholesale warehouse 
in Cincinnati. Mr. E. B. Han¬ 
cock is the general manager of 
the firm.

DRIVE NICELY 

''The driving is like that of Jehu son of Nimshi, he 
drives like a maniac. ” - 2 Kings 9:20 

I have been teaching defensive driving classes as a 
part-time job for more than a decade and I am amazed 
at how seemingly friendly people can become mean and 
spiteful behind the wheel. I ask almost every class I teach 
how it feels to be “tailgated” (having someone drive too 
closely behind you). The answer is always the same: it 
feels very aggressive and dangerous and no one likes to 
be tailgated. When I follow up that question and ask them 
if they sometimes tailgate others, most of the hands go 
up. Most people hate to be tailgated but admit tailgating 
themselves, a clear violation of the golden rule. Something 
seems to come over us while driving whereby we interpret 
the actions of others as aggressive and hostile and then 
we lash out at them. Our driving behavior, as well as our 
state of mind while driving says something about the kind 
of people we are, and points to aspects of our character 
that we need to work on. Do we give others the benefit of 
the doubt when driving and try to be considerate of them, 
letting them into our lane, for instance, when we see their 
blinker is on and they are trying to get over, or do we think 
only of ourselves when driving? We should consider what 
our style of driving says about us and the areas of our life 
we may need to work on. - Christopher Simon

Add to the above, the 
National Prescription Dmg 
Take-Bake Day on October 
26! The Sheriff’s Department 
will be taking part in this 
national push to rid the 
country ofunwanted, outdated 
and unused prescription 
and over the counter 
medications. F ortunately. 


Bracken County is one of 
103 Kentucky counties that 
have a permanent drop-off 
box for these medications. 
Statewide, there are 150 
of these boxes and ours is 
located on the second fioor 
of the courthouse, outside 
the new location of the 
Sheriff’s Office. While this 
box is on the second fioor, 
it is easily accessible with 
use of the elevator. Before 
the new Justice Center was 
completed, when we attended 
meetings and tried to explain 
the size of the county, we 
would always say that you 
could count the number of 
elevators in the county on 
one hand! 

We sincerely hope that 
everyone makes good use 
of this drop-off box because 
according to the Ky. Office of 
Drug Control Policy website, 
more than 60% of adolescents 
who use prescription 
drugs for other than their 
prescribed purposes report 
they obtained those drugs 
from family and friends. 
The article went on further 
to say that prescription drugs 
cause more overdose deaths 
than all other substances 
combined, including 

cocaine, methamphetamine 
and heroin. A couple of our 
training sessions have dealt 
with this subject and the 
results of drug overdoses are 
devastating and frustrating to 
families andlaw enforcement. 
Our children are our most 
precious gifts from God and if 
we can keep these dangerous 
substances out of their hands, 
then any time and effort it 
takes to properly dispose of 
unwanted, outdated, unused 
drugs of any kind, will be 
time and effort well spent!

HD: High school hand shakes 
in Kentucky a message for 
Washington pols 

America, I love this place! 
Even though sometimes it’s a 
puzzler isn’t it? 

October brought us budget 
buzz and national debt ceiling 
squabbles in Washington D.C. 
and parades of talking heads to 
blab fests on CNN. 

Meanwhile, in the real 
world - in Chattanooga, 
Tennessee the prayer before 
high school football games 
issue surfaced two weeks ago. 
The Free-Press newspaper 
conducted a poll. Should prayer 
be allowed before public high 
school football games? 2,517 
readers voted - 45 per cent said 
Yes, 54 per cent said No. 

In the pantheon of mankind, 
prayer-before-games ... this is 
an issue. 

In Kentucky, the hot topic 
of the day became hand shakes 
after high school football 
games. 

The KHSAA fumbled it’s 
response then rallied to say 
abolishing the hand shakes was 
a misunderstanding. Oops! 

Much ado about nothing, 
nght? 

Wrong! 

In a time where politicians 
show us what arrogance, 
intransigence and hatefulness 
look like, there could be no 
better time for high school young 
men and coaches to seize-the- 
moment and show politicians 
they’ve lost the meaning. A 
hand shake to demonstrate they 
realize post-game contact is as 
reach-across-field important 
symbolically as reach-across- 
the-aisle. 

Opportunity for young men 
to show parents and opponents 
their education includes more 
than math and English and sixth 
period. It’s about ideals too, 
personal discipline, respect and 
honor. 

Since Kentucky rose up to 
magnify the issue. I’m betting 
high school athletes and coaches 
across the Commonwealth will 
put added emphasis on shaking 
hands with opponents after 
games. 

America, I love this place! 

MARK EMMERT & DAVID 
STERN 

A couple of fresh air ideas 
crossed the college basketball 
landscape last week that could 
have major impact in Kentucky. 


NCAA commissioner 
Mark Emmert: “there is little 
support within the NCAA to 
convert student-athletes into 
paid employees.” 

The NCAA is reviewing, 
Emmert added, ways to legislate 
a stipend allowance for college 
athletes. 

Says here, even a stipend 
opens another path to corruption. 
At some point a team’s leading 
rusher, or best rebounder would 
expect more than the kid sitting 
in the last spot on the bench. 

Emmert also addressed 
One-and-done. 

“Why would we want to 
force someone to go to (college) 
when they really don’t want to 
be there? But if you’re going to 
come to us, you’re going to be 
a student.” 

Why indeed. 

Commissioner. 

David Stem, architect of 
one-and-done, weighed in on 
the subject October 11. The 
NBA commissioner spoke to 
high school basketball prospects 
through Fox Sports: “Play for 
me and you’ll not only get 
paid, but you’ll also get a better 
education.” 

Better education than at 
institutes of higher learning? 
Brazen, but I like it. 

Through the Houston 
Chronicle, Stem said, “I’m 
very proud of the development 
league. It’s working. That march 
is continuing. The drum beat I 
hear about colleges not liking 
what they refer to one-and-done 
... we now have a mle where the 
development league will accept 
players that are 18 and will do 
a better job of educating them 
than the college programs they 
are in.” 

I like Stem’s thinking. 
Even if the commish has scant 
few current NBA players who 
came through the D-League, 
and a very long list players from 
college. 

Key linkage of course, is as 
always, money. 

V Would salaries (and 
endorsement opportunities) 
make the D-League more 
alluring to high school stars than 
a college scholarship and going 
to class for seven months? 

V College basketball media 
exposure and television is still a 


world ahead of a year in a bus 
league where crowds are in the 
hundreds and television time is 
zero. 

Conclusion. If Emmert 
and Stem have their way, we 
could see that wonderful old 
American system kick in: Open 
market competition. 

“OK, Johnny Jump Shot, 
there’s the university and here’s 
the money. Your choice.” 

Impact closer to (our Old 
Kentucky) home? College 
recruiters would be forced to 
change philosophy, pitch the 
attributes of their schools again 
instead of assembly-line track 
to pro ball. 

A separation of states. 
Student-athletes versus one- 
and-done mercenaries. 

I’m rooting for David 
Stem’s D-League approach. 
You?

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


When it comes to en¬ 
ergy, few states can match 
Kentucky. 

We are among the top 10 
in both its production and its 
use, and the reason why can 
be summed up in one word: 
Coal. 

After attending a recent 
coal county coalition meet¬ 
ing, I thought it was impor¬ 
tant to discuss just what this 
resource means to us and our 
country. 

In many ways, the his¬ 
tory of coal and the com¬ 
monwealth go hand-in-hand, 
because the first has literally 
powered the second. Beyond 
keeping our homes, schools 
and businesses comfortable 
here and across the country, 
it made the industrial revo¬ 
lution possible and it plays 
a critical role in powering 
today’s information age. Its 
abundance and affordabil¬ 
ity are chief reasons why 
so many automotive facto¬ 
ries and manufacturers have 
decided to make Kentucky 
their home. Because of all 
this and more, coal remains 
one of our signature indus¬ 
tries even in the face of some 
of its most difficult days. 

To better understand just 
how much impact coal has, 
the General Assembly autho¬ 
rized a legislative study last 
year to take a closer look. 

That study found coal 
was responsible for $10 bil¬ 
lion in economic activity in 
2010 across Kentucky, and 
that it was the foundation 
for more than 42,000 jobs, 
19,000 of which were direct¬ 
ly involved in coal mining. 

Although our comer of 
the state does not produce 
coal, we nonetheless benefit 
from those indirect jobs as 
coal moves from mining to 
the market, thanks in large 
part to our connection to the 
transportation route that the 
Ohio River provides. Jobs 
such as those on our barge 
lines, at our power plants, on 
our railroads and in other re¬ 
lated industries are critically 
important to our area. 

Like the rest of the state, 
we also benefit from the fact 
that coal provides a sub¬ 
stantial portion of our own 
electricity, a figure that has 
been estimated as high as 90 
percent in recent years, well 
above the national average. 

Even with that high us¬ 
age rate, Kentucky still ex¬ 
ports about three-fourths of 
its coal, with most of that go¬ 
ing to power plants in Florida, 
Georgia and South Carolina. 
The international market, 
especially such countries as 
India and China, are poised 
to play an even larger role in 
the years ahead as they look 
beyond their borders to meet 
their growing energy needs. 

Over the years, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly has worked to 
build on these gains. We’ve 
made it more attractive for 
our power companies to use 
Kentucky coal, for example, 
and we have also spearhead¬ 
ed efforts in clean-coal tech¬ 
nology, including such work 
as digging wells to test the 
feasibility of storing carbon 
dioxide deep underground. 
The newest is being dug 
nearby in Carter County. 

It is also important to 
note that coal severance dol¬ 
lars have played a signifi¬ 
cant role since that program 
began about 40 years ago. 
During this time, coal has 
contributed hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars to our schools 
and other areas of state gov¬ 
ernment while returning 
hundreds of millions dollars 
more to the coal-producing 
counties so they can invest 
in economic and community 
development projects as well 
as educational programs that 
help train such professionals 
as miners and physicians. 

As even casual observers 
of the industry know, coal is 
facing what is arguably its 
darkest time yet as it battles a 
much tougher regulatory en¬ 



vironment out of Washington 
and competition from a steep 
increase in the production of 
national gas. 

As a result, Kentucky 
coal mines saw its number 


of employees decline by 22 
percent in 2012 alone, nearly 
all of which occurred in the 
eastern part of the state. 

That’s 4,000 jobs in 12 
months, the equivalent of 
nearly half of Ford’s work¬ 
force in Kentucky or a third 
of Toyota’s. Just as coal’s 
reach extends beyond the 
mines, this severe reduction 
has repercussions being felt 
all across the state.
